Berlin Says Sharp 


Protest Made To 


United States 


[By the Associated Press] 


Berlin, June 18—Political tension 


between Germany and the United 
States reached a new high today 
when the Reich, without losing 
much time, answered an American 
request for the closing of Nazi con- 
sulates in the United States with 
the sharpest of protests. 


The text of the protest note was 


not revealed nor would authorities 
comment on time or manner of its 
submission to Washington. 


A communique announcing the 


German step was issued late last 
night and came as a surprise be- 
cause throughout the day author- 
ized spokesmen said the matter was 
being thoroughly and most care- 
fully studied and that Germany 
would not permit herself to be 
forced into hasty decisions. 


The communique, issued by DNB, 


official German news agency, said: 


"The North American government 


in a note on June 16 requested the 
German charge d'affaires to direct 
German consular officials within its 
sovereign territory as/well as mem- 
bers of the German library of in- 
formation, the trans-ocean agency 
and the railway company to leave 
the United States. 
. "The basis given for the request 
was that the involved German of- 
ficials had conducted themselves in 
an inadmissible 
manner. T h e 


these charges as unfounded and 
despotic and made the sharpest pro- 
test against the North American 
government's action which Is con- 
trary to agreement." 


The German protest came close 


on the heels of an official announce- 
ment that the Reich had taken 
necessary steps to counter Ameri- 
can action in freezing-' German 
funds. 


Here, too, no details were revealed 


concerning what the German coun- 
ter measures would be.

increases to farmers for milk used' 
in manufactured products, sought by 
the producers at a hearing before 
the Milk Control Commission, would 
result in higher retail prices, the 
dealers said today. 


Willis H. Daniels, counsel for the 


Pennsylvania Milk Dealers Asso- 
ciation, said his group opposed the 
increase in prices to the farmers on 
milk used for ice cream, butter and 
other manufactured products, and 
added that if the commission or- 
dered an increase the dealers would 
be forced to pass it on to the pub- 
lic.

Deliver 8,500 Pieces Of Matt 
Daily From Qettysburg 
Office 


An average of about 8,500 pieces 


of mail are delivered daily from the 
Gettysburg Post Office by the four 
city and five rural carriers, a recent 
annual check-up on the mail flow 
through the local office disclosed. 


The test period for both rural and 


city delivery counts was taken in 
May and compares closely with the 
count made a year ago on the same 
dates, Assistant Postmaster George 
P. Black stated. 


On the average about 539 pounds 


of mail are delivered along the 
town's four city routes daily to the 
possible 1,698 delivery stops. 
The 


lengths of the four local routes 
range from 4 to 5% miles. The four 
routes 
total 
approximately 
19.2 


miles. 


The four regular carriers—Luther 


E. McDonnell, George W. Fream, 


Walter E. Johns and Henry C. Gar- 
lach—are relieved of one trip weekly 
by a relief carrier, usually Wilbur 
A. Geiselman. Besides the regular 
mail deliveries an average of 93 
pieces of parcel post matter weigh- 
ing 615 pounds is delivered to 
patrons of the Gettysburg office. 


The rural carriers, besides de- 


livering more than 3,100 pieces of 
mail daily, collect from boxholders 
along their routes an average of 
about 694 pieces of mail each day. 
Their routes range from 44 to nearly 
50 miles in- length and total 241.67 
miles. 


The regular rural carriers are J. 


Clare Routsong on No. 1, Charles 
E. Keltzel on No. 2, Javens W. Plank 
on No 3, Norman W. Storrick on 
No. 4 and A. Neill Brumbaugh on 
No. 5.

DURATION 


LJOW very few things endure— 


especially such things as only 


temporarily charm the eye, or please 
a particular mood. One does a deal 
of thinking as a mere piece of 
something—a coin, or earthen frag- 
ment, Is handed to one, with the re- 
mark: "This is over 5,000 years old. 
Itrwas dug up twenty feet under the 
ground!" 


And yet. even some of the bones 


that the museums display, that are 
said to be millions of years old, have 
but a passing speculation to our 
attention. Duration is brief and yet 
it may be endless. The'duration of 
the world, for instance. No one 
knows its end—if ever. 


Rome, Greece, and many other 


ancient civilization, endured and 
then died from its former glory. 
Words endure—if they have been 
forged in the heart—and love, as 
one of my poetic friends has writ- 
ten, endures here upon this earth— 
"and perhaps beyond." 


I think of my youth in many a 


small Michigan town. In each one 
I knew nearly every prominent 
character, and they knew me—as 
the Preacher's son! There was 
something intimate and wonderful 
'about that time. The nations of 
the earth were not at war, and at 
that time such a thing as a World 
War was unthinkable. There was a 
peaceful, happy way of life that 
gave hope and a sense of security 
to the boy and to the man. I 
thought such a state would endure 
forever. But now we have learned 
that we can place very little upon 
the duration of anything. 


We do know, however, that the

Legislature May Stay 


In Session Until 


July 


[By the Associated Press] 


Harrisburg, June 18 — A special 


committee of the Legislature de- 
cided today to drop its investigation 
of Senator Anthony Cavalcante's 
charges of "a criminal conspiracy" 
in the Assembly to favor bills of 
"certain groups." 


The committee of five Senators 


and five Representatives drew up a 
report at an executive session for 
submission later in the day to the 
House and Senate. 


"Are you recommending dropping 


of the investigation?" Senator 
George B. Stevenson (R-Clinton) 
chairman of the committee was 
asked. 
\ 


"In substance," he explained. 
The report is to be made to both 


the House and the Senate, and it 
would be up to these branches 
then to determine what further 
course of action should be pursued. 


This question took precedence for 


a while over the administration's 
$542,000,000 budget for the next two 
years. The Senate acted quickly 
yesterday on budget matters, how- 
ever, by releasing from committee 
the $131,370,000 appropriation 
for 


relief in the current biennium. 
Adjournment "Sometime In July" 
Senator James A. Gelts, (R-Alle- 


gheny), the majority floor leader, 
said he thought it was "impossible" 
for the 1941 session to adjourn 
finally before "sometime in July" 
and the emergency -_ appropriation 
will be necessary before then. 


He explained the relief measure 


would be amended to strike from it 
the Democratic house provision that 
the Auditor General 
and 
State 


Treasurer serve with the Governor 
as a three-man board to allocate 
relief funds. The two fiscal officers 
are Democrats.

Finds The Enemy In 
The Darkness Or 


Through Clouds 


[By the Associated Press] 


London, June 18—Breaking her 


best-kept secret of the war, Britain 
called today for a volunteer army 
of 13,000 technicians for her new- 
est sentinel—a radio-wave airplane 
locator on which she pinned high 
hopes of winning the fierce-fought 
battle for mastery of her skies. 


Within a few hours after British 


officialdom disclosed the device had 
been perfected and put Into actual 
war operation by the hundreds, 
Lord Beaverbrook, minister of state, 
called for 10,000 men and 3,000 
women to make and operate the 
radiolocators. 


In his appeal, broadcast to Ameri- 


ca, 
Lord Beaverbrook predicted 


"powerful benefits and immense re- 
lief" from the invention, credited 
to Robert Alexander Watson Watt 
49-year-old Scottish scientist who 
considers himself-"one of the boys 
in the backroom" of the air minis- 
try.

ment of Germans into Mexico and 
other Latin American republics 
where anti-American 
propaganda 


and subversive activities on behalf 
of the Axis powers have been re- 
ported. 


While the order technically ap- 


plies-to all Germans, it-was empha- 
sized that a vast majority have no 
intention of leaving 
the United 


States and that an estimated 60 per 
cent of the 330,000 ftere have al- 
ready applied for American citizen- 
ship.

next month. Although infantry se- 
lectees have not been sighted thus 
far, it is likely they will come before 
August.

FTER aU the dozens of books 


on Italy and Mussolini it would 


seem unlikely that one could ap- 
pear which would have a fresh 
approach, and new interest. There 
is one. however, "and it is by Thomas 
B. Morgan. Mr. Morgan was a for- 
eign correspondent in Italy at the 
time Mussolini came to power, and 
for two decades he watched the 
twistings of that policy which has 
brought Italy to her present dil- 
emma. 


His book is different because of 


two-things, chiefly. The first is his 
apparent nearness to Mussolini him- 
self, combined with the fact that he 
was neither pro-Mussolini nor the 
opposite. He relates that he helped 
the dictator write "My Twenty-four 
Hours." Most books in English on 
fascism and the Duce have been 
written to prove a point^-usually an 
anti-fascist point. The second dif- 
ference is the style in which it is 
written. Mr. Morgan writes through- 
out as if he were reporting a news 
story- A pretty devastating story it 
turns out to be.

(Prom the N. Y. News) 


Over on Long Island, east of New 


York City, the Navy has a fine air- 
base, at Floyd Bennett Field, and 
the Army has a fine airbase at 
Mitchel Field. The two airbases are 
about 16 miles apart. 


Mechanically, it would be no trick 


at all for both of these airbases to 
throw into the air every fighter and 
scout plane they could scrape up, 
merge the two forces in midair 
somewhere over Long Island, and 
send them on their way to meet the 
approaching bombers. 


But the mechanical aspect is only 


the half of it. There is also the 
political and red-tape aspect. Our 
air forces are split four ways; divid- 
ed up among the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard, 
with the Army and Navy having the 
lion's share between them. 
The 


Navy's air force is under direction 
of Chief of Naval Operations Harold 
R. Stark; the Army's, under Chiei 
of Staff George C. Marshall, acting 
through Major Gen. Henry H. Ar- 
nold, lately made Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Air. 


Technically, politically and red- 


tapishly, then, before Bennett and 
Mitchel fields could throw their 
fighting forces into the air for a 
joint defense of New York City un- 
der one commander in a desperate 
air-borne emergency, orders would 
have to fly back and forth between 
the fields, up to Washington, and 
around various Washington offices. 
Because of the buck passing that

It was indicated 
for instance, that Maryland would 
receive $10,000,000 for access roads 
and $1,300,000 to strengthen strat- 
egic highways.

less than half the amount suggested 
by the Public Roads Administra- 
tion. He expressed the hope that 
readjustment in regular highway 
programs would make it possible to 
transfer additional money to the 
defense-roads account.
